ALLEGANY COUNTY NOW AT 148 CASES OF COVID-19 

CUMBERLAND, MD – The Allegany County Health Department reports that the county now has 
148 cases of COVID-19.  New cases include a resident at Moran Manor Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Center, and a male community member in his 40s who has not required 
hospitalization.  
 
An additional death has been reported.  The most recent fatality of COVID-19 is a female 
resident of Cumberland Healthcare Center.   
 
As of Monday, 1,293 Allegany County residents have been tested for COVID-19.  Of those,  
1,135 have tested negative, 148 were positive, and 10 tests are still pending. 
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
